WHEN  presenting  their  Annual  Report  the  Committee 
of  Management,  before  referring  to  the  Accounts 
and  general  work  of  the  Hospital,  desire  to  record 
their  deep  regret  at  the  death  of  the  late  President,  Sir  Max 
Waechter,  D.L.,  J.P.  He  succeeded  the  late  Field  Marshal 
H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Cambridge  as  President  in  1904,  and 
always  took  a  great  interest  in  the  Hospital  and  its  work, 
contributing  most  generously  to  its  funds. 

Sir  John  Archer,  K.B.E.,  J.P.,  has  been  appointed  to 
succeed  him. 

The  Committee  have  also  appointed -  the  Rev.  C.  S. 
Nicholl,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Petersham,  as  a  Vice-President. 
They  also  appointed  the  late  Mr.  F.  G.  B.  Trevor,  C.I.E., 
J.P.,  whose  recent  death  they  greatly  regret. 

When  presenting  the  Accounts  for  the  past  }rear,  the 
Committee  regret  to  have  to  draw  attention  to  the  large 
deficit  on  the  year’s  working  as  compared  with  the  previous 
^  year.  Although  the  ordinary  receipts  are  in  excess  of  those 
of  that  year  and  the  expenditure  shows  a  decrease,  there  is 
still  a  serious  deficit,  accounted  for  in  great  measure  by  the 
small  receipts  from  Legacies,  and  by  the  fact  that  the  very 
considerable  donation  received  last  year  from  the  Hospitals 
Combined  Appeal  has  not  been  repeated,  nor  is  it  likely  to 
be  at  all  events  for  some  years  to  come. 

In  addition  to  the  working  expenditure  for  the  year 
provision  has  also  to  be  made  for  the  cost  of  the  absolutely 
necessary  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  buildings  and  of  the 
contemplated  extensions  of  the  two  principal  wards,  which 
will,  of  necessity,  involve  a  further  increase  in  the  cost  of 
maintenance.  These  extensions  are  absolutely  necessary 
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for  efficiently  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and, 
indeed,  for  maintaining  its  very  existence  as  a  training  centre 
for  nurses,  and  it  is  only  by  the  unstinted  support  of  a 
generous  public  that  the  Committee  can  hope  to  be  able 
adequately  to  meet  these  obligations.

The  Linen  League  continues  to  render  valuable, 
assistance  to  the  Hospital  by  providing  and  mending  the 
household  linen  and  by  contributing  a  sum  of  £35  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  bed.  The  Committee  desire  to  express 
their  great  appreciation  of  the  help  thus  given. 

To  the  Subscribers,  Friendly  Societies,  Boxholders, 
those  responsible  for  Entertainments,  &c.,  and  to  the  Clergy 
and  Ministers  of  all  denominations,  the  Committee  also 
tender  their  grateful  thanks. 

As  was  reported  last  year,  the  Committee  approved  of  a 
scheme  which  includes  new  rooms  for  the  Nursing  Staff  and 
an  extension  of  the  “Cambridge”  and  “Mary  Adelaide” 
Wards,  providing  16  additional  beds.  The  new  Nurses’ 
Rooms  have  now  been  completed  and  are  in  use,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  extension  of  the  Wards  will  be  accomplished 
in  a  very  short  time.  The  response  to  the  Appeal  for  the 
Building  Fund  has  been  somewhat  disappointing,  but  the 
Committee  hope  that  further  funds  will  be  forthcoming  to 
complete  the  scheme.  About  £5,000  is  still  required. 
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Towards  this  sum  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London 
have  promised  a  grant  of  £250.  A  list  of  donors  to  the  fund 
will  be  found  on  page  20. 

In  connection  with  the  new  Nurses’  Quarters  it  has  been 
decided  to  name  the  Sitting  Room  the  “William  Sandover 
Memorial  Room,”  thus  perpetuating  the  memory  of  Mr. 
William  Sandover,  who  was  for  many  years  Chairman  of  the 
Hospital,  and  who  so  generously  gave  both  time  and 
pecuniary  assistance  to  the  Institution  in  which  he  was  so 
deeply  interested.

Examiners. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  tendered  to  the 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  their  care  and 
skill  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  Mr.  W.  H.  Clayton - 
Greene,  F.R.C.S.,  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon,  has  re¬ 
signed,  and  Dr.  Sidney  Owen  has  been  appointed  a  Con¬ 
sulting  Physician. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
Hon.  Masseuses,  Miss  Wolfgang  and  Miss  Liversedge  (the 
latter  appointed  in  place  of  Miss  Lang  resigned),  for  the 
valuable  work  given  in  the  Massage  Department.

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ABSTRACT  OF  RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Sur¬ 
geon,  shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recom¬ 
mendation  at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such 
tickets  to  remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  onlv. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at 
all  times,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of 
the  least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
such  as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required), 
no  insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or 
suffering  from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption, 
or  any  disease  that  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an 
In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either 
rejected  as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to 
that  effect  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has 
been  recommended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays  and  Wed¬ 
nesdays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no 
provisions  shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital, 
except  by  the  permission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any 
visitor  be  detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or 
introducing  anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be 
strictly  prevented  from  entering  in  future. 
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Annual  Subscribers  and  Donors  receive  Tickets  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  as  follows  according  to  the  Rule  :  — 


Rule  6.  Subscribers  or  Donors  shall  be  entitled  to  3 
Out-Patients’  tickets  for  each  f  1  is.  given  during  the  year, 
but  any  Subscriber  or  Donor  may  exchange  at  any  time  at 
the  rate  of  4  Out-Patients’  tickets  for  1  In-Patient’s  ticket. 
A  Donor  of  f,10  10s.  or  upwards,  including  Life  Governors, 
may,  if  so  desired,  instead  of  receiving  tickets  to  the  full 
amount  as  above  for  the  year  in  which  such  donation  is 
given,  receive  the  following  tickets  yearly  during  life-time, 
viz.,  for  every  -£10  10s.  3  Out-Patients’  tickets.  A  Sub¬ 
scriber  or  Donor  of  10s.  6d.  shall  be  entitled  to  1  Out-
